half of July, August and the first halt 
of September are really the m ost quiet, 
weeks in the year; it is when we ex-| 
pect the bird- and do not see or hear 
them. To me a walk in the fields and 
woods at this season seems more lone­ 
some than in mid-winter. 
But there are three birds, 
small 
though they 
be, 
that try to make
